There were equally good reasons 
against the other sites, too. The 
Number Two site is adjacent to the 
“lost colony’’ and the North 
Reading line. There were objec- 
tions to that site, too, because it is 
only half a mile from the main 
well field. 

Attorney Alan Altman described 
the conditions. from his position. 
He described Wilmington as being 
in its present condition where the 
Attorney General is threatening to 
close down the present dump 
because of the Middleton Dump, 
and the long fire there. 

Selectman Aldo Caira gave Alt- 
man credit for carrying the town's 
cause well. in the A.G. office. 

But the star of the show was 
Selectman James Miceli. Like the 
other officials he had come to par- 
ticipate in a conference. Instead 
he got a ready-made ‘‘coffee- 
hour” - Mr. Miceli being a can- 
didate for re-election, Saturday. 

It was after the discussion had 
gone for over an hour - you 
couldn't have a dump here, you 
couldn't have a dump there - 
neighbors, water supplies, etc. 
that Mr. Miceli stood up. 

He had been asking questions, he 
said and he had been told of a site 
for a dump which was a mile from 
the Wilmington water supplies, 
had no neighbors, had a good supp- 
ly of gravel. and was town owned. 

Miceli pointed to town owned 
land, forty or fifty acres, north of 
Route 125, which is a part, official- 
ly, of the Wilmington Water Shed 
The construction of Route 125 had 
cut off this land from the Water 
Department. 

There, Mr. Miceli said, may be 
the answer to the problem. At the 
westerly end of the town land one 
can havea dump. Excavate gravel 
first, and sell it, to pay for the 
costs, and then use the area for a 
few years until a permanent 
answer is found. The entrance can 
be through the industrially zoned 
land, in North Wilmington, adja- 
cent to Andover Strett. 
liceli ended up with a final 
fillip. The only neighbor, he said, 
is Joe Courtney (Attorney Joseph 
Courtney) “‘and I don't give a 
damn about him!" 

Clarence Spinazola of Woburn, 
owner of the present dump, was 
one of those present. He was in- 
duced to speak, after it had been 
reported that a year ago his price 
was fixing the dump was a three 
year contract at $150 thousand a 
year.
